In the spring of 1964, the Redwood Empire Association, which was committed 
to the economic development of the region and based in San Francisco, 
commissioned Ansel Adams. He was to photograph the Redwood Empire, a 
region Adams described as “from San Francisco beyond the Oregon line, and 
from the Pacific to the Eastern slope of the Coast Ranges, including the areas of 
Napa and Sonoma.” 


In 1965 the Association, together with the San Francisco Museum of Modern 
Art, created an exhibition of Adams’ best work done in the region. The final 
exhibition selection included images made for the Redwood Empire commission, 
as well as for prior commissions by the Sierra Club and Wells Fargo Bank.

Auctioneer 
is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any other property of Buyer then held by 
Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any Auction invoice or any other amounts due Auctioneer or 
affiliates from Buyer.
